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JUSTICE WORRIES 
OVER COURT PLAN

RADICAL court plans will de¬ 
liver another blow for local 
justice, a former Oswestry 
magistrate has warned. 

Telford Magistrates Court currently 
hears all overnight remand cases in 
Shropshire. 

But there are now plans to host all such cases 
for Shropshire, Worcestershire and Hereford¬ 
shire at a single court - with Kidderminster or 
Worcester said to be the preferred choice. 

Critics have pointed out Worcester is 67 miles 
from Oswestry and say any subsequent trials 
would be sent to Worcester Crown Court - caus¬ 
ing potential travel problems for suspects, their 
families and alleged victims. 

Former Oswestry magistrate John Abram 
said: “Local justice has had a problem for a long 
time, and the rot set in when Oswestry and all 
the town magistrates court were closed. We 
took the move as it went to 
Shrewsbury but that went 
and they are already far 
enough away in Telford. 

“It is just so frustrating 
and this latest development 
is another denial of access to 
justice. 

“For example if someone 
lives in Weston Rhyn and is 
innocent and wants to prove 

John Abram their case in court, but they 
are told they have to go to 
Worcester, they will just say they can’t afford it 
or can’t get there and say ‘well I will just plead 
guilty’, that just isn’t right. 

“There are so many examples. Say a lady in 
Oswestry has her handbag stolen, she won’t 
know what has happened in court and might 
lose faith in helping the police.” 

A consultation document states that the ob¬ 
jective is to “make the best and most efficient 
use of available criminal justice agencies’ re¬ 
sources and facilities by centralising overnight 
remand cases across the week and on Saturdays/ 
Bank Holidays”. 

The plans to centralise overnight remand 
cases have also been met with concern from 
solicitors. Adrian Roberts, partner at law firm 
Lanyon Bowdler which has an office in Oswestry, 
says lawyers, defendants’ families and witnesses 
all face having to travel much further afield and 
the plans could cause court cases to be delayed. 

He said: “It will be expensive for the lawyers 
and for the legal aid agency to pay advocates to 
travel outside Shropshire. A remand court in 
Worcester receiving prisoners from Shropshire, 
Herefordshire and Worcester would inevitably 
result in a considerable amount of time and 
delay for advocates who have travelled there.”

Schoolchildren are

HUNDREDS of schoolchildren will wel¬ 
come the Queen’s Baton Relay to Welsh¬ 
pool next week. 

The relay goes all around the Common¬ 
wealth countries ahead of the games being 
held in Gold Coast, Australia, next year - 
and Powys will be part of the route. 

The baton will stop at Welshpool on 
Thursday next week as part of its day-long 
journey through the region.

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'We need to earn public's 
trust', says council's leader

THE leader of Powys Coun¬ 
ty Council admits the authority 
needs to “earn the trust” of the 
people after launching its new vi¬ 
sion for the future. 

Councillor Rosemarie Harris has 
launched the ‘Powys 2025’ which sets 
out what the county council and the 
cabinet want to achieve over the com¬ 
ing years. 

She admitted the Powys County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet has been looking at addressing 
issues that came about from the last cabi¬ 
net, and their new message is about being 
more “open and transparent”. 

She said: “We appreciate that we need to 
earn the trust of the people. 

“When we formed the new cabinet, we 
looked specifically at the issues that we had 
been told about in the run-up to the elec¬ 
tion in May and because there were many 
comments about household waste recycling 
centres we listened to the people and looked 
again at the issues and decided to change 
the original decision. There have also been 
other, similar issues. 

“Powys has always prided itself on being 
an open and accountable council but the 
new cabinet is determined to build on past 
successes and strengthen its links with 
communities, particularly town and com¬ 
munity councils. 

“Community delivery - where other or¬ 
ganisations increasingly deliver local ser¬ 
vices - has become a key feature recently 
and that work demands clear communica¬ 
tion between organisations. 

“It is important that residents, busi¬ 
nesses and partners understand our aims 
and ambitions for the county.” 

May’s election brought a raft of changes 
within County Hall. A number of old coun¬ 
cillors stepped aside with a wave of new 
faces filling the council chamber. 

One change was Councillor Harris, as 
the first female leader, and she has already 
implemented change within the council. 
The council has become more commercial, 
securing a deal to offer fraud investigation 
services to two other councils.

A NURSING team who can travel in excess 
of 100 miles per day in order to get out to 
their patients have been shortlisted for a 
prestigious award. 

The ‘Hospital to Home’ Surveillance 
Nurse Team at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital have been shortlisted in the Managing 
Long-term Conditions category of the Nurs¬ 
ing Times Awards. 

They work with patients with spinal cord 
injury at the hospital’s Midlands Centre for 
Spinal Injuries. 


The team, who comprise Alison Lamb, 
consultant nurse, and specialist surveil¬ 
lance nurses Sarah Woodman and Julie 
Craig; say they are “ecstatic” to be in the 
running for the award. 

The ‘Hospital to Home’ initiative sees the 
specialist surveillance nurses visiting spinal 
patients in the comfort of their own homes. 

Alison, who leads the team, said: “There 
are a number of benefits for both the pa¬ 
tients and the organisation. For patients 
it’s being seen from the comfort of their 


own homes and having us as their advo¬ 
cates. 

“In terms of the pros for the hospital, this 
service is relieving our outpatients depart¬ 
ment, as well as ambulance costs, freeing up 
surgical beds and keeping our waiting lists 
down.’’The service, which has been directly 
commissioned by NHS England, has been 
running from the hospital just coming up 
to a year. The nurses are seeing about 25 
patients per month, as well as speaking to 
about 40 patients over the phone.

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New permit 
system for 
waste sites 
to launch 

POWYS householders who want to 
use commercial vehicles to take do¬ 
mestic waste and recycling to house¬ 
hold recycling centres can apply for 
permits. 

The new Commercial Vehicle and 
Trailer permits will allow residents 
to access the county’s five household 
waste centres. 

As well as the introduction of the 
CVT permits, new opening days at the 
centres will also come into effect from 
tomorrow (Friday). Councillor Phyl 
Davies, cabinet member for waste 
and recycling, said: “The free permits 
will allow residents who have to use 
commercial vehicles to take household 
material to our centres while allow¬ 
ing the council to control the illegal 
disposal of commercial waste which 
would otherwise be at the expense of 
the council taxpayer. Residents can 
apply for the permits from Friday, 
September 1, and will need to provide 
a copy of the vehicle registration doc¬ 
ument and proof of identification to 
show that they are Powys residents. 

“We know that the original ban on 
commercial vehicles caused concern 
because of the inconvenience it caused 
to some residents. We believe that the 
new CVT permit system is a measured 
response that allows genuine access 
to the household waste and recycling 
centres while still providing some con¬ 
trol over the waste that is being taken 
to our sites.”

Council threatens legal 
action over homes sale

A COUNCIL is considering legal 
action against a care provider for 
failing to inform them it was sell¬ 
ing off a number of care homes. 

Bupa, which is responsible for man¬ 
aging 12 Powys County Council owned 
care homes, announced on Wednesday 
last week that is has sold more than 
122 of its homes to another company 

Powys County Council leader Rosemarie 
Harris said the authority had received no 
communication ahead of the sale and is 
now investigating whether it is lawful. 

The Bupa managed Powys care homes 
include Llys Hafren in Welshpool, and Plas 
Cae Crwn in Newtown. 

Councillor Harris said council was seek¬ 
ing a meeting with Bupa bosses over the 
situation. 

She said: “We have not had any formal 
confirmation from Bupa regarding this 
matter and have not been involved in dis¬ 
cussions. We consider that BUPA’s actions 
are unlawful and we are considering taking 
legal action.” 

Councillor Harris moved to reassure res¬ 
idents of the homes that their service will 
not change in light of the situation. 

She said: “We are seeking an urgent 
meeting with Bupa but we do not anticipate 
any change to service delivery. 

“All services commissioned by the council 
with Bupa are under contract and we will 
be seeking assurances from the company 
about future operations and have requested 
an urgent meeting with the company re¬ 
garding today’s developments.” 

On Wednesday last week it was an¬ 
nounced HC-One had completed the £300 
million buy-out of 122 Bupa care homes in 
total, making it the biggest UK operator of 
residential homes. 

A Bupa spokesperson said: “We always 
make it our priority to let our residents, 
employees and regulators know first when 
we have an announcement. 

“As part of the announcement we con¬ 
tacted Powys County Council and we will 
continue our discussions as we move for¬ 
ward with the transfer of homes.” 


A COUNCIL has been praised for 
its work to resettle Syrian refugees. 

MP Glyn Davies has thanked 
Powys County Council for its work 
to help the refugees. 

Powys County Council has wel¬ 
comed six Syrian families into New¬ 
town and six more across the county 
as part of the UK Government’s pro¬ 
gramme to resettle refugees from 
the conflict in Syria. The council re¬ 
cently hosted a fun day and picnic at 
the Royal Welsh Showground which 


was attended by almost 150 refu¬ 
gees. Mr Davies, MP for Montgom¬ 
eryshire, said: “I feel proud of our 
county council’s commitment to the 
resettlement of Syrian refugees who 
have been accepted into the UK, 
following the devastating conflict 
in the Middle East. The tragedy in 
Syria has involved up to 10 million 
innocent people being driven from 
their homes, hundreds of thousands 
having been gassed, brutally mur¬ 
dered, raped and starved to death. 


“Tragedy on such a scale demands 
a focus by the rest of the world to 
alleviate this suffering. 

“Twelve families have been ac¬ 
cepted into Powys, six of them in 
Newtown. Even though it is a small 
number of families, a big com¬ 
mitment is needed by the county 
council to ensure resettlement is 
a success. The families need to be 
housed and taught to speak Eng¬ 
lish, as well as adjusting to British 
culture and attitudes.”

Gillian Richards, chairman of governors, said the college is now in a much 
better position despite the collapse in negotiations. 

After 18 months of work and discussions, a merger with Reaseheath College in Nant- 
wich fell through at the 11th hour. Government education officials had said they would 


Developers 
interested 
in bus depot 

DEVELOPERS are already registering 
their interest in a bus depot which is set to 
go on sale next year. 

The site is being leased until September 
next year but plans are already underway 
to find a buyer for the £600,000 plot in 
Salop Road, Oswestry. 

James Evans, from Halls Commercial, 
which is handling the sale, said the site 
would lend itself to redevelopment and had 
already generated interest. 

“The bus depot has been a feature in 
Oswestry for many years, but it’s 0.66 acres 
throws up some intriguing possibilities,” he 
said. 

“It has significant future development 
potential, subject to the necessary con¬ 
sents, and redevelopment is probably the 
way to go. It is classed as an ‘out-of-town 
development’ and we have seen a number 
of these spring up in the area recently as 
more businesses are drawn to the town. 

“Oswestry is a growing and thriving 
community and there are house building 
programmes going on which will signifi¬ 
cantly increase the population. The town 
has also seen a rise in retail and commer¬ 
cial premises.” The bus depot is currently 
leased by Arriva with a rent of £26,000 per 
year but that lease is up in autumn 2018.

It came just a year after the two colleges 
formed a federation ahead of the potential 
merger. Since the news was announced, 
officials at North Shropshire College have 
been in discussions with other potential 
partners. 

Ms Richards said the college is secure. 
She said: “It would be wrong of me to claim 
that we are not disappointed with the out¬ 
come last week because we really are. An 
awful lot of work had gone into the poten¬ 
tial merger from both college teams, but as 
governors and as a college we have already 
been working towards the next step. We are 
already preparing alternatives to give this 
college the best possible outcome, because 
that is what we all want. 

“But what I will say is that this college 
certainly has a bright future, the future is 
rosy. 

“It is a different situation from when 
we went into the merger work. Since then 
we have had better Ofsted results, bet¬ 
ter grades and we are in a much, much 
stronger position going into this. 

“Because of the work that has taken 
place already preparing for that merger, 
some of the work doesn’t need to be done 
again so another merger would not take the 
18 months this one has taken. A merger is 
not generally essential for our future, but it 
is the preferred option moving forward. At 
the moment it wouldn’t be right to confirm 
when any new announcement will be made 
on a merger. “ 

Meanwhile, college bosses have an¬ 
nounced the appointment of a new princi¬ 
pal. 

Ian Clinton has taken over from interim 
principal Peter McCann.

The stalls then 
draw shoppers up to the indoor market in 
the Powis Hall. 

“I hope that this is a new era and that it 
will help bring new life and enthusiasm to 
Oswestry’s markets.”

ABOUT TOWN 


Shropshire Council has an ob¬ 
ligation to provide more housing 
but the laws of supply and de¬ 
mand have not being running 
in the right order for more years 
than I care to remember. So 
when the plans are announced 
you would expect all the bricks 
to finally fall into place but that’s 
not the case as yet another de¬ 
lay announcement hits the J 
Ross Development proposal for 
600 new homes on Shrewsbury 
Road at Oswestry. 

It’s over a year since the ap¬ 
plication went before planners at 
Shropshire Council and there’s 
been more than enough debate 
in the corridors of power, so how 
frustrating is it to hear that High¬ 
ways England has now created a 
further delay? 

The suits at Highways England 
are now demanding the develop¬ 
ers prove the scheme will not im¬ 
pact on their Strategic Road Net¬ 
work - which they say keeps the 
motorways and trunk roads run¬ 
ning smoothly. And that demand 
has already set the scheme back 
another two months - at least. 
There is little doubt that Oswest¬ 
ry needs more housing. Too 
many young families are cram¬ 
ming into unsuitable flats, forced 
to live with relatives or simply 
having to move out of town. 
They deserve better. It seems to 
me the developers have already 
presented Shropshire planners 
with all the required information 
on road infrastructure, including 
links to the town centre, leisure 
centre and industrial estate and 
even a pedestrian bridge over 
the A5 and A483. 

So are they now to be held 
responsible for the already cha¬ 
otic road network between the 
Midlands and The North? Are 
Highways England looking for 
a fall guy as they cover up the 
sheer inadequacies of the roads 
through Shropshire? It is not the 
duty of a development company 
to keep our road networks run¬ 
ning, nor is it Shropshire Council 
territory. 

That daunting task lies with 
Highways England and it’s high 
time they stopped shirking their 
duties and improved this coun¬ 
try’s road networks before we 
grind permanently to a halt. 

Roads have been the talk¬ 
ing point across the border in 
Welshpool too this week and 
what good news it was to see 
the town council decide to think 
again about plans for parking 
permits on certain streets. After 
an outcry from residents, and a 
few harsh words from some of 
the members, the council has 
voted to take the matter to con¬ 
sultation. It is only right that resi¬ 
dents have the final say.

Racism claims 'a kick 
in the teeth for game' 


Worrying claims of 
discrimination have 
shaken women's football. 
JONNY DRURY reports 

CLAIMS that the manager of 
England’s women’s team used 
“bullying and discrimination” 
against players has shaken the 
game. 

Star striker Eni Aluko has made 
racism claims against Mark Samp¬ 
son and calls were made by the Pro¬ 
fessional Footballers Association for 
a fresh investigation into previous 
allegations of bullying during her 
time in the England squad. 

Aluko claimed in an interview that 
when she told Sampson she had family 
from Nigeria coming to watch a game, 
he replied: “Make sure they don’t bring 
Ebola with them.” 

Sampson, who led England to a World 
Cup semi-final this summer, has vehe¬ 
mently denied the allegations and he was 
cleared of wrongdoing by two investiga¬ 
tions. 

Now Charlotte Canlett, who plays for 
Oswestry-based The New Saints wom¬ 
en’s team, said the fall-out has been “ex¬ 
tremely damaging” to the game. 

She said: “The claims are a knock back 
for the women’s game. 

“I think the women’s game is a lot 
more emotional than the men’s game, 
and different managers always have dif¬ 
ferent styles. 

“But I’m not sure about a few of the 
original bullying claims. 

“I have never seen bullying while play¬ 
ing here or in America, but I have seen

managers single players out. But that is 
to get the best out of the player. When 
I have been singled out it helps to make 
me a better player.” 

Following the new revelations the 
Football Association has continued to 
give its full backing to Sampson. 

It was believed Sampson would di¬ 
rectly address the claims when he 
names his squad to face Russia, but he 
has been assured he will continue to be 
defended by the FA, which believes the 
matter is closed after two previous in¬ 
vestigations cleared him of wrongdoing. 

Charlotte, who has represented Ever- 
ton and Lee University in Tennessee, 
USA, said after the way the game has 
grown in England in the last 10 years 
the claims will be a big setback. 

She said: “Our game has come such a 


long way in recent years, and the super 
league has really taken off.” 

Shadow sports minister Dr Rosena 
Allin-Khan has joined anti-racism 
group Kick It Out and the Professional 
Footballers’ Association in calling for 
a new investigation into Aluko’s com¬ 
plaints. 

Sampson, 34, was cleared by two in¬ 
vestigations - the first an internal FA 
review and the second an independent 
inquiry, commissioned by the FA but 
led by barrister Katharine Newton. 

Responding to new allegations, and 
questions Aluko has raised about the 
two investigations, Dr Allin-Khan said: 
“The claims made by Eniola Aluko are 
deeply worrying. This is why I believe a 
new investigation is necessary. 

“At a time when the FA need to be 


doing all they can to attract young 
women and people from minority back¬ 
grounds into football, they need to be 
open and transparent. 

“Young girls look up to players like 
Eniola as role models - their aspirations 
will quickly diminish if they lose trust in 
the people at the top of the sport.” 

The MP for Tooting concluded her 
statement by saying the case also re¬ 
veals the importance of having greater 
diversity in positions of authority at the 
FA to “empower a whole new generation 
to feel like our national game represents 
them”. The FA has declined to add to 
the statement that set out its support 
for Sampson and included a link to the 
detailed summary of her investigation 
that Newton sent to Aluko in March. It 
is understood that the governing body 
believes the matter has been properly 
investigated, Sampson has twice been 
cleared, he has the current squad’s back¬ 
ing and his reputation is now being un¬ 
fairly tarnished. In her letter to Aluko, 
Newton wrote: “I consider that you gen¬ 
uinely believe you have been treated in 
this manner, however I do not consider 
there is sufficient evidence to support 
that belief or to draw an inference of dis¬ 
crimination. I consider that Mark Samp¬ 
son has non-discriminatory explanations 
for his conduct, which I accept. 

“There are certain areas where cer¬ 
tain matters could have been handled 
better and the communication improved 
and I have indicated what those are.” 

In the FA statement Sampson said he 
“appreciated” the fact that Newton’s 
reported flagged up improvements he 
could make to his “general communi¬ 
cation style” and it is something he is 
working on. Newton’s assessment of 
Sampson was backed by Lianne Sander¬ 
son, another former England player who 
did give evidence to both the internal 
and the independent investigations. 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 




Levels of immigration is a very 
important issue for the British 
people. It was probably the most 
significant factor in their decision 
that the UK should leave the Eu¬ 
ropean Union in last year’s EU 
Referendum. They wanted the 
UK Government to have direct 
control over immigration, and 
thought the level of net immi¬ 
gration over recent years to be 
unsustainably high. Personally, I 
think the concern to have been 
overdone, even if I do think a 
net increase in UK population of 
over 300,000 every year is too 
high if continued over decades. 
It would lead to social problems 
and unmanageable pressure 
on some local services. This is 
why this week’s net immigration 
figures, showing a big reduc¬ 
tion in net immigration are to be 
welcomed. As always, much of 
the public discussion about this 
change misses the reality behind 
what’s happening. So easy (and 
inaccurate) to attribute the fall in 
numbers to EU citizens returning 
home simply because they feel 
less welcome in the UK since 
the referendum vote. The reality 
is much more complex. Firstly, 
the economies of countries from 
where EU immigration has been 
greatest are becoming more 
economically successful. Many 
of those who saw opportunity for 
work and supporting their fami¬ 
lies by moving temporarily to the 
UK can increasingly see good 
opportunities at home. And sec¬ 
ondly, the fall in the value of Ster¬ 
ling has significantly reduced the 
value of money returned to East¬ 
ern European countries from the 
UK, reducing the attraction of 
working in the UK. 

As the level of EU net immi¬ 
gration falls, some UK business 
sectors will have recruitment dif¬ 
ficulties. The most obvious ex¬ 
ample is in the harvesting of sea¬ 
sonal fruit and vegetable crops. 
There could also be problems 
in the social care and hospitali¬ 
ty industries, where immigration 
from the EU has delivered much 
needed employees. To avoid 
damaging disruption, we must 
try to ensure change is gradual 
and manageable. 

Again personally, I’ve never 
thought that immigration from 
Europe would be a long term 
problem. But immigration from 
the rest of the world will be. The 
mass movement of people from 
areas of conflict, and from areas 
of drought, will increase huge¬ 
ly over next few years. Again, 
a manageable level of non-EU 
immigration is generally good, 
boosting economic growth and 
cultural understanding across 
the world.

CAN I FORCE BROTHER TO USE OUR JOINT POWERS OF 
ATTORNEY TO SELL MUM’S HOUSE TO PAY CARE HOME FEES? 

Q: My brother and I are joint Attorneys for handling our mother’s affairs. She has Alzheimer’s and has lost capacity. Her GP says she needs to be in care 
despite me visiting every day after work. My brother, who lives just 60 miles away, only visits twice a year. I have found a lovely care home just a few miles from 
my house but her income would require £9,000 top-up to pay the fees. This could be managed by selling her house but my brother won’t agree to it. Is there 
anything I can do to take the decision out of his hands? 

A: Under the Mental Capacity Act 2005, Attorneys are under an obligation to make decisions in the best interest of the Donor (the person who has granted the 
Power of Attorney) and they should do their best to agree a course of action on that basis. 

If agreement cannot be reached about your mother’s care and the sale of her home then the first step is to arrange a Best Interest meeting in order to see if 
agreement can be reached. This meeting should include carers, family and friends of the Donor. If, following this meeting, agreement cannot be reached then 
there are steps that can be taken to try and resolve the disagreement. 

Firstly you could seek advice from the Office of the Public Guardian about reaching an agreement. You can obtain the assistance of an Advocate to represent 
the interest of the Donor. You could also try and reach agreement through Mediation which is offered by some larger law firms. Social Services may also be 
able to assist. 

Asking the Court of Protection to decide is preferable if the disagreement is about a serious issue that cannot be resolved.

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NEWS IN BRIEF 

Films screenings 
could be in doubt 

THE cost of showing monthly movies 
at a town hall could almost treble next 
year, it has been revealed. 

Welshpool Town Council has said it 
will only continue with Flicks in the 
Sticks if Welsh Government support 
is given. 

Without funding, it could cost the 
town council £300 each time to hire 
the film. 

Previously the films shown at the 
town hall turned a profit with the 
£160 income outstripping the subsi¬ 
dised £120 it paid each time. 

Now, the town council has agreed 
that it will only continue if support is 
provided. 

“The situation may be that the 
funding will be in place again from 
September to support this service,” 
the town council stated in its last 
meeting minutes. 

“The committee recommends that 
the service only continues if Welsh 
Government funding is available so 
that the existing level of expenditure 
can be maintained,” the town council 
said. 

Colleagues gear 
up for challenge 

A TEAM of colleagues are taking on a 
247-mile charity bike ride in aid of the 
British Heart Foundation. 

More than £15,000 has already 
been raised by the team of 41 people 
who work for Aico, Ei Electronics and 
Denmans, a fire and carbon monoxide 
detection company. They have joined 
forces to ride from Aico’s headquar¬ 
ters in Oswestry to the Ei Electronics 
factory in Shannon, Ireland. 

All the riders will be taking on the 
mammoth four day trek travelling 
from Shropshire, through Snowdonia, 
Holyhead, Dublin, Birr, ending finally 
in Bunratty, just outside Shannon in 
Ireland. They leave on September 13. 


Homes will be built 
despite access issue

A 41 -HOME development is to be 
built despite objections. 

Members of Shropshire Council’s North 
Shropshire planning committee voted in fa¬ 
vour of the housing estate off Whittington 
Road in Gobowen - despite objections from 
nearby residents who raised concerns about 
access to the development. 

Outline planning permission was granted 
in October 2014 and members agreed ap¬ 
proval for layout, scale and access should 
return to committee at a later date. 

At a meeting on Tuesday last week coun¬ 
cillors heard the applicant had been in talks 
with the developer from The Tilings, who 
has recently been granted permission to 
build 15 homes nearby, to create a shared 
access. 

However Ian Miller, who spoke on be¬ 
half of The Tilings development, said joint 
access had not yet been agreed and asked 
councillors to refuse permission. 

He said: “Joint access has not been 
agreed so members must decide whether it 
can be accessed in a safe manner.” 

Mr Miller said the access between the 
estates would be just seven metres apart, 
when the recommendation is 40 metres. 

Councillor Gerald Dakin said: “We can’t 
go against the highways report. Who are we 
to argue with highways who say it can be 
done safely?” 

Councillor Simon Jones said he thought 
access should have been considered before 
outline planning was granted. 

“I think it’s obvious planning needs to 
learn from this application,” he added. 
“Things like this needs to be considered at 
the beginning.” The plans include a mix of 
two-bed terrace houses, three-bed semi-de¬ 
tached properties and detached homes. 


Major plans for World Heritage Site

A FORMER chemical works 
next to a World Heritage Site is 
part of a plans to develop tour¬ 
ism in the area. 

A new visitor centre could be 
built around the Pontcysyllte 
Aqueduct, in a bid to attract 
more visitors. A public con¬ 
sultation is now being held for 
the plans for the aqueduct near 
Oswestry which could also see 
new glamping and leisure activi¬ 
ties brought in, including a tree- 
top walkway. It could also see 
extra car parking created. The 
Canal & River Trust charity in 
Wales, Wrexham County Bor¬ 
ough Council and landowner, 
Solutia UK Ltd want to find 
more opportunities for tourism 
and economic regeneration at 
the Trevor Basin, next to the 
aqueduct, and for the nearby 
communities. 

Solutia UK Limited owns al¬ 
most 150 acres of land, the for¬ 
mer Flexys site, as well as 60 
acres of fields and woodlands 
next to the World Heritage Site 
and along the River Dee. Stuart 
Mills from the trust said: “The 
study area boasts a challenging 
mix of land uses from brownfield 
sites left vacant after the closure 
of chemical and brick manufac¬ 
turing industries to an interna- 
tionally-important canal tourist 
destination.” 


Smithfield 
site'could be 
used for 
a stadium' 

A FOOTBALL club owner has tabled 
an idea to fill the derelict gap left on 
the gateway into Oswestry. 

Earlier this year FC Oswestry 
Town, Oswestry Rugby Club and The 
New Saints had all showed interest in 
plans to build a football ground within 
the Oswestry boundary. 

Currently the two football clubs 
play at The Venue in Park Hall, and 
the rugby club play their matches 
nearby. 

Early talk was of a plot of land near 
to North Shropshire College, however 
the millionaire owner of TNS, Mike 
Harris, has now suggested the old 
Smithfield site, that has been stand¬ 
ing derelict in recent years. 

Mr Harris admitted it was a compli¬ 
cated situation with the ownership of 
the land, but said it would be an ideal 
site if plans were to move forward. 

He said: “We are all ears to any 
plans that come forward. This land 
would fit a football stadium, we know 
that, and if there was a solid plan to 
involve all three clubs we would wel¬ 
come it. On our part we are full to ca¬ 
pacity at The Venue and need more 
room.lt would be an attractive prop¬ 
osition for the site but there needs to 
be talks between parties. 

“It is a complicated situation but as 
I said we are all ears.” 

The idea of a stadium on the Smith- 
field site comes just weeks after Mor¬ 
risons, who have a lease on the land, 
came under fire from town council¬ 
lors. 

The supermarket chain leased the 
land for £4 million from the town 
council, and planned a £45 million 
leisure and shopping complex. But 
when Cineworld pulled out Morrisons 
shelved plans and the land has been 
an eyesore ever since.

Application 
for large 
pig farm is 
submitted 

A PROPOSAL has been submitted 
for a pig farm in Mid Wales that will 
house up to 2,000 animals. 

GW and WW Jones of Hill Farm 
in Montgomery have submitted the 
planning application to Powys County 
Council through agent Ian Pick Asso¬ 
ciates. 

The application is for two pig rear¬ 
ing units that will house nearly 1,000 
pigs each, for their partnership with 
Stockcroft Ltd who supply meat to 
brands such as Waitrose and McDon¬ 
alds. 

It will include a new roofed building 
to store the manure prior to it being 
spread across the farmland. 

Currently the farm, run by Will and 
Debbie James, has 840 cross breading 
ewes and 217 breeding ewe lambs, but 
they are proposing to increase their 
business with the introduction of the 
pig units. 

Within the application, it states 
that pigs will go into the system at 
7kg and out at 110kg, with the expec¬ 
tation that there is 2.2 cycles expected 
per year. 

The manure shed for the big farm 
will run parallel to the pig rearing 
sheds, and will house 180 to 200 tones 
of manure when the system is at full 
capacity. 

Within the reports Severn Trent 
Water has said it has no objections to 
drainage in the plans and the Clwyd 
Powys Archaeological Trust said there 
are no archaeological impacts from 
the plans. Environmental Health has 
stated there will be no odour impact 
from the proposed application, and 
no noise assessment impact will be 
required. Natural Resources Wales 
said it would have no objections to 
the plans, so long as points made were 
taken into consideration. 


Club could be turned 
into affordable homes

A ONCE thriving social club that 
was the hub of a town could be 
turned into affordable homes for 
rent under radical new plans. 

Welshpool Social Club, which opened 
in the 1960s, ran for almost 50 years 
and was the hub of the community, 
holding events and being a popular 
place off Brook Street. 

However in recent years the club came 
into financial difficulty and has now been 
sold off potentially for homes. 

Plans have been submitted to develop the 
building into 19 dwellings, including 15 two 
bedroom apartments and four one bedroom 
apartments. Developers Mid Wales Proper¬ 
ties Ltd has acquired the site on behalf of 
the Mid Wales Housing Association, with 
plans to demolish the current building and 
build the new apartments which have been 
designed by Hughes Architects of Welsh¬ 
pool. A pre-planning consultation has 
begun prior to a full planning application 
being made to Powys County Council. 

The consultation allows the local com¬ 
munity to view and comment on the plans 
prior to the formal application being made. 

“The plans will bring much needed 
rented accommodation into the town, 
utilising what is a redundant brownfield 
site close to the town centre,” said Steve 
Bowen of Mid Wales Properties Ltd. “The 
development has been carefully designed 
by local architects who know the area and 
local community to ensure it fits in with the 
local environment and existing neighbour¬ 
ing properties.” The development is being 
constructed on behalf of Mid Wales Hous¬ 
ing for local needs rented accommodation. 


Canal walk will remember mother 



A FUNDRAISING event for 
Hope House Children’s Hospice 
will go ahead this month - and 
will act as a special tribute to a 
loving mother. 

This year’s Welshpool Canal 
Walk will be held on Septem¬ 
ber 24. The fundraiser was the 
idea of Teresa Thomas, whose 
daughter Keira, or Kiki as she 
is known, receives care at the 
hospice. 

Tragically Teresa died sud¬ 
denly from a heart attack aged 
just 42. With the support of her 
husband Dylan, this year’s canal 
walk will be re-branded “Walk¬ 
ing for Tease” in memory of Te¬ 
resa. Hospice bosses say they are 
hoping hundreds of people will 
celebrate the life of Teresa. 

Since losing Teresa so sud¬ 
denly Dylan and Kiki’s lives 
have been turned upside down - 
and Dylan says he has never felt 
more in need of the support they 
receive from Hope House. 

“Everyone has been abso¬ 
lutely brilliant,” he said. “The 
nurses and carers are wonderful 
and looked after Kiki at Tere¬ 
sa’s funeral. Me and Kiki have 
been staying at Hope House and 
everyone looked after me as well 
as Kiki.”

Social care crisis needs 
to be addressed says hip

SORTING out the social care cri¬ 
sis in Shropshire and Mid Wales 
is the next major health problem 
facing the region according to an 
MP. 

Figures published recently predict¬ 
ed that 190,000 new care home places 
will be needed in under two decades to 
accommodate soaring demand. 

The number of people aged 65 years or 
older who will need care home places will 
rise by 85.7 per cent by 2035 with 189,043 
additional places needed and by 2025 an 
additional 71,215 care home places will be 
needed compared with today, experts esti¬ 
mate. 

Increases in life expectancy have coin¬ 
cided with rises in the number of years 
that older adults spend with substantial 
care needs. 

The alarming figures prompted Mont¬ 
gomeryshire MP Glyn Davies to say the 
social care crisis is a long running one and 
needs sorting out straight away. 

He said: “I agree with everything in this 
report, it is a crisis that has been around 
for a while and really does need sorting out. 

“There is a problem with care home 
places and a problem with staff, which has 
been seen here in Mid Wales. 

“This part of the health sector relies on 
overseas staff and that has been a big prob¬ 
lem for us here too. There needs to be huge 
investment to sort out this problem, it is 
one that will not go away.”

Solar power for parking 
meters plan revealed

NEW solar-powered “intelligent” 
parking meters will be rolled out 
across Shropshire over the next 
year. 

The plans are included in Shropshire 
Council’s new parking strategy, which 
is currently out for consultation. 

Debate has focused on changes to park¬ 
ing charges, which officials at the author¬ 
ity hope to see standardised across council 
car parks and on-street bays all over the 
county. 

But the planned changes also include the 
roll-out of more high-tech pay and display 
machines that will accept credit card and 
contactless payments as well as cash. 

As long as the draft plans are not rad¬ 
ically changed following the current con¬ 
sultation, the new machines are likely to 
be rolled out in five phases, it has been 
revealed. 

The upgrade in Shrewsbury is expected 
to start in December and go live by May. 
Phase two will start in Ludlow in March 
and go live by July; phase three will start in 
Bridgnorth in May and go live by Septem¬ 
ber 2018; phase four will start in Oswestry 
in June and go live in October 2018; and 
all other areas will start July and go live 
November 2018. 

The council’s draft parking strategy re¬ 
port says: “The programme is phased so 
as to implement with the highest parking 
activity areas first.” 

But it says the dates for the roll-out are 
provisional and liable to change. 

“Further early release of funding provi¬ 
sion for the required new machines could 
facilitate acceleration of the implementa¬ 
tion programme,” it says.

Concern is 
aired over 
army camp 
homes bid 

A PLANNING application for 30 
houses on a former military site 
should be looked at by the Secretary 
of State according to an objector. 

An application was originally made 
for 23 homes to be built on land west 
of Artillery Road at Park Hall in 
Oswestry. 

However due to the complex plan¬ 
ning issues in the past surrounding 
a government minister decision and 
planning on the former MOD site, 
calls have been made for the plans to 
go above the North Shropshire Plan¬ 
ning Committee. 

That is according to a letter of ob¬ 
jection published on the Shropshire 
Council planning website by a D 
Powell. The letter explains that at 
the time the military camp closed, 
MOD establishments that had been 
developed in areas not normally given 
planning permission should remain a 
‘frozen anomaly,’ and no further de¬ 
velopment should take place. 

D Powell said: “If the North Shrop¬ 
shire Planning Committee fail to re¬ 
alise the overall significance of this 
application then it should be left to 
the Secretary of State to call in the 
application so that the full picture of 
planning decisions, in Park Hall, can 
be taken into account.” 

The plans are split into five sepa¬ 
rate planning applications made by 
Chartland Homes of Shrewsbury, 
containing a mixture of two, three 
and four bedroom houses. 

Whittington Parish Council voted 
against the plans after strong opposi¬ 
tion from local residents at a recent 
meeting. 

Paul Francis, a resident in Artillery 
Road gave representations on behalf 
of residents and said the application 
is ill thought out.

A RAILWAY platform where young soldiers 
stood waiting to board the trains taking 
them to war became the spot where peo¬ 
ple stood to remember those who did not 
return. 

The Oswestry station platform hosted a memo¬ 
rial to remember all those railwaymen from the 
Cambrian Railways who died in the first and sec¬ 
ond world wars. 

It was a platform that not only saw the men of the town 
leave their loved ones for the Front but that played its 
part in the war effort at home. 

For the ‘ Jellicoe specials’, the trains that took coal from 
the South Wales coalmines to Naval ports in Scotland 
stopped off in Oswestry which was also a major engineer¬ 
ing centre for the railways. 

Special ceramic poppies were laid for three men who 
died in the summer of 2017, Private Frank Jones from 
Hengoed, Private Hugh Evans, a Mid Wales stationmas- 
ter and Private David Thomas from Llanidloes. 

The Cambrian Heritage Railways Trust has been re¬ 
membering the railwaymen by laying the ceramic poppies 
since the centenary of the start of the First World War. 

The poppies, similar to those in the national monument 
at the Tower of London, were produced by students at 
North Shropshire College. 

Councillor Paul Milner attended the event to pay his 
respects and represented Oswestry and Shropshire coun¬ 
cils.

A WEIGHT limit could be lifted on 
an old bridge over a disused rail¬ 
way line. 

The Llanymynech Station bridge, 
which takes the B4398 over the dis¬ 
used track in the village near Oswest¬ 
ry, had a 7.5 tonne weight restriction 
imposed on it in 2011 after concerns 
that temporary props under the bridge 
could collapse. 

A permanent propping system was put 
in last year and now Shropshire Council is 
planning to increase the weight limit, re¬ 
placing it with an 18 tonne restriction. 

If agreed it would mean larger lorries 
could use the road, which connects Llan¬ 
ymynech with Knockin and onto Shrews¬ 
bury. 

The bridge belongs to Highways England 
Historical Railways Estate, formerly the 
Rail Property Board. 

A spokesman for the council’s traffic 
engineering department said: “The cur¬ 
rent 7.5 tonne weight restriction imposed 
in 2011 was a ‘semi-permanent’ weight 
restriction due to concerns that the tem¬ 
porary propping system underneath the 
structure was in very poor condition and 
on the verge of failure. 

“It was replaced by a permanent prop¬ 
ping system in April 2016 to meet legisla¬ 
tion for load carrying capacity. 

“The bridge was re-assessed by our con¬ 
sultants in September 2016 and found to 
be adequate for 18 tonnes load carrying ca¬ 
pacity on the proviso that the road surfac¬ 
ing is maintained in a ‘good condition’ and 
the HGV traffic levels remain at ‘medium’ 
traffic flow.” 

Shropshire Council is consulting with 
the public about the plans and anyone who 
wants to object should do so by September 
12 .

Fortnightly 
'red market' 
is a success 

A NEW fortnightly ‘red market’ at 
Shrewsbury Auction Centre launched by 
auctioneers Halls to sell cattle from TB 
restricted farms has been declared a big 
success. 

The ‘red market’, to be held at 3.30pm 
on Wednesday every other week, was held 
on August 16 and attracted 37 cattle from 
10 vendors which sold to eight buyers. 

“Trade was spirited throughout, ensur¬ 
ing a trade comparable to our Tuesday 
open market,” said Halls’ cattle auction¬ 
eer Jonny Dymond. “I will confidently 
say that more cattle could be sold to the 
vendors’ advantage. 

“The red market is a new service for 
farmers to provide them with more mar¬ 
keting opportunities for their cattle. 
Previously, they had to sell their cattle 
directly from the farm or take them to 
other markets to sell. 

“When a farm is under TB restrictions, 
there are limits to how they can sell their 
cattle. Everyone associated with the 
farming industry would all like to see 
the back of TB but, due to the increasing 
incidence of the disease, I fear that red 
markets are going to grow.”

GE Mor¬ 
ris of Tushingham recorded the top price 
per kilo with a 14-month-old 462 kilo 
Limousin heifer that sold for 208p per 
kilo or £960.

WHEN it comes to the garden 
birds, there are few species 
which are near-impossible to see 
whoever you are. 

If you live in an area devoid of great 
spotted woodpeckers, the occasional 
visitation of these impressive birds is 
more than enough to get the heart rac¬ 
ing. 

Others may have a resident pair of wood¬ 
peckers they see every day. If you’re lucky 
enough to be visited by a charm of gold¬ 
finches or a flock of redpoll or brambling 
in the winter, it may be a red-letter day or 
business as usual. 

However there is one “garden bird”, a 
finch, whose presence is always celebrated 
and enjoys a near-mythical status among 
garden lovers and birdwatchers alike, being 
among the hardest of all British birds to 
spot. 

The problem is that they are uncommon 
in the first place, although do certainly 
show up in Shropshire. 

They often inhabit the dense forest can¬ 
opy where they remain hidden apart from 
for the sound of their song, which is excep¬ 
tionally weak and quiet. 

There are though decent populations in 
North Wales and birds from there have 
been ringed as far afield as the Forest of 
Dean. 

They don’t sit still and so there is always 
a possibility that they will turn up near you. 

One of the main problems they are not 
common is that they need a specific type of 
habitat; old, matured woodland which, cru¬ 
cially, has a range of tree species within it. 

Hawfinches prefer to feed on cherry, holly 
and plum stones, beechmast, ash ‘keys’, and 
seeds of hornbeam, elm, yew and hawthorn. 

Undoubtedly the most striking feature of

these birds is their huge head and bill. Like 
a miniature parrot, the hawfinch can exert 
tremendous pressure with its jaw muscles, 
equivalent to 150 pounds per square inch, 
cracking large cherry stones with ease. 

This is remarkable considering it is not a 
big bird and is merely a finch. Finches tend 
to feed delicately on sunflowers and smaller 
cereal crops amongst others, yet the haw¬ 
finch is in a whole other league. 

RSPB researchers are radio-tagging 20 
female hawfinches a year in the Wye Valley 
and North Wales. 

Hotspots 

The tags, which last about six weeks, 
show that the birds forage up to 5km from 
their nests during the breeding season - a 
huge area for birds of this size. One female 
whose nest failed, nested again that sum¬ 
mer several kilometres away. 

There is hope for the hawfinch in part be¬ 
cause it’s such a difficult species to survey. 

This means that it is hoped there is a 
larger population that currently thought. 

In 2011 its British population was es¬ 
timated at just 800 pairs. Its four main 
strongholds are the Forest of Dean/Wye 
Valley, New Forest, North Wales and Cum¬ 
bria. 

As previously mentioned, they do travel 
and therefore Shropshire is located in the 
middle of those hotspots with undoubted 
populations elsewhere in smaller numbers.

THE future management of trains from Mid Wales to Lon¬ 
don is up in the air over a row between the UK and Welsh 
Governments. 

Bids for the Wales and Border trains franchise could be 
put on hold due to a dispute over the tender process. 

Currently Arriva holds the contract for trains taking pas¬ 
sengers from Aberystwyth, through Mid Wales, and on to 
major cities. 

Four companies, including Arriva, have revealed they 
will bid for the next franchise, which was set to be an¬ 
nounced in January and to run for 15 years. 

The franchise will receive between £110 million and £160 
million a year. 

In a leaked letter Transport Minister Chris Grayling 
raised questions over the work done by the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment, and said their plea for £1 billion extra funding has 
“no basis”. 

The plan to formally launch the search for a new oper¬ 
ator was due to start on Friday last week, but has been 
pushed back six weeks due to the latest row. 

Shadow transport minister and Montgomeryshire As¬ 
sembly Member Russell George said people in Mid Wales 
just want a good rail service. 

He said: “There is a row between two governments but 
the only thing people will be worried about is having trains 
on time, wifi, the right facilities and access and that is what 
they want. 

“We want the links to be there for Mid Wales, and we 
hope this row is resolved as soon as possible so we can move 
to the next franchise. 

“If it is further delayed it will mean Arriva continuing to 
operate and we might not get as good a service continuing 
until a decision has been made. 

“The franchise is for 15 years so the government has to 
get this right.” 

The bidders for the franchise are Abellio, Arriva, Keo- 
lisAmey and MTR and they had been due due to submit 
tenders on August 18. 

In June the Welsh Government delayed the process for 
six weeks, and blamed the UK Government for it, prompt¬ 
ing a response from Mr Grayling. 

In Mr Grayling’s letter he cited unresolved issues such as 
transfer of ownership of lines.

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Nadia is a breath of 
fresh Eyre as Jane 


I t took Nadia Clifford approximately 
0.2 seconds to accept her dream 
role as Jane Eyre. Actually, that’s 
not true. It took less than that for 
her to break into a scream after her 
agent called to say she’d landed 
the part. 

The people she was walking past, in London’s Soho, 
looked on aghast as she squealed with joy. 

“It was after my third audition, I was on my way to 
meet a friend for lunch, by which point I was emotionally 
invested in the role and the show. 

“My agent called 20 minutes after I left the audition 
with Sally, the director, and told me. I was in the middle of 
Soho and I just screamed down the phone. Anyone who 
was in the vicinity of me for 20 yards must have thought I 
was a mad woman. I was thrilled.” 

Nadia is, of course, anything but mad. An avowed 
Charlotte Bronte fan, she is quite literally playing her 
dream role in the National Theatre’s production of Jane 
Eyre, which runs at Birmingham’s REP from Monday until 
September 16 as part of a major 21-city tour of the UK. 

This year marks the 170th anniversary of the first 
publication of Jane Eyre - and Charlotte Bronte’s much¬ 
loved story of the trailblazing Jane is still as inspiring 
as ever. The National Theatre’s bold and dynamic 
production tells the story of one woman’s fight for 
freedom and fulfilment. 

From her beginnings as a destitute orphan, Jane Eyre’s 
spirited heroine faces life’s obstacles head-on, surviving 
poverty, injustice and the discovery of bitter betrayal 
before taking the ultimate decision to follow her heart. 

Nadia had read the novel several times before 
auditioning for the role. Her first read through was as 
a 14-year-old, while she immersed herself again at 21 
before re-reading it twice for the role. 

“It’s a mammoth role and so I wasn’t taking it lightly. 

I wasn’t allowing myself to fantasise about 
getting it. It was so beyond the realms 
of possibility I just didn’t want to make 
a fool of myself. I was pinching myself 
when it eventually happened.” 

“It’s funny because reading it with 
the knowledge that I was going to 
be playing the role meant I read it in a 
different way to someone just enjoying 
the work of Charlotte Bronte. What was 
really amazing when I read it knowing I’d 
got the role was that it catapulted me 
back to my teens. I felt a strong sense of 
identification with a kindred spirit, which 
so many people feel. 

“Jane Eyre is universal at articulating 
love and anger and jealousy. It’s 
an enriching experience to read 
good writing. It makes you feel 
acknowledged in your own 
emotional state.” 

In Sally Cookson’s highly- 
acclaimed staging, Nadia 
plays Jane Eyre with Tim 
Delap as Rochester. They 
are joined by Hannah Bristow 
(Helen Burns/Adele/St John/

You are accessing little boxes 
that are hidden away. 
i “You can’t splash around in 
those dark emotions during the 
normal course of a day without 
doing some serious damage to 
your mental health. 

“But I have to access those 
places and when I am on stage. 

I still have to draw on personal 
experience and relationships and 
events from my life to bring truth 
and honesty to Jane’s journey. 

“OK, so I’m not an orphan and 
I don’t know what it’s like to be 
traumatised as a child, like she is 
in that relationship with Mrs Reid. 

But I know loneliness and 
frustration and I know what 
it is to be overwhelmed by 
emotions. They are all in Jane’s 
i frame of reference. As an 
I actor, you have a tool box and 
1 those are in mine.” 

Nadia grew up in 
I Manchester. As a teen, she 
1 was a super, uber, ultimate, 

1 turbo fan of the Bronte 
I sisters. She wasn’t far 
[ 1 from Howarth and would 
lli visit the parsonage where

they grew up.“I am a big fan of all the sisters work and 
I love period dramas. Howarth is an amazing place. It’s 
such an incredible place to be. It’s so isolated and it’s so 
humming with this energy. It’s so cut off. Knowing how 
intelligent and analytical all three of the sisters were was 
very important to me. They had to work hard. Because of 
their gender, they couldn’t come out and earn a living as 
novelists. They had nothing like the recognition they had 
after their lifetime.” 

Jane Eyre remains a bona fide classic - as enjoyable 
for the cast and crew as it is for the audience. 

Nadia adds: “It’s a massive rollercoaster. We haven’t 
had a moment to think. We travel on a Sunday, perform 
Monday to Saturday with eight shows a week and each 
show is three hours. I never leave the stage. But it’s 
amazing to be involved in this whirlwind that completely 
swallows up you. I’ve had to forsake everything in my life 
for now, it’s full on. We have a holiday coming up soon 
and I am really looking forward to downtime so that I can 
reboot. But being part of this, with the National, really is 
a dream.”

Countryman is capturing followers 


The Countryman really is a practical family car with all the benefits of BMW quality inside a stunning cabin

If you are old enough to remember the 
arrival of the original Mini you probably 
detest the new-look Countryman but a new 
generation of buyers is snapping up the 
latest model. 

The iconic Mini brand captured the hearts 
of millions but there was always a hint of 
controversy when a Countryman version was 
introduced. After all that wasn’t what the Mini 
was all about 

Fuel rationing after the Suez crisis prompted 
the arrival of small cars such as Morris Mini 
Minor and Austin Seven in 1959. It was 1961 
before it became Austin Mini and 1969 before 
Mini became a stand-alone brand - the very 
year I bought my first vehicle, a second-hand 
Mini Van. 

Mini broke the motoring mould with a 
transverse-engine, front wheel drive layout 
and incredibly compact dimensions. It 
revolutionised the small car market and 
became the best-selling British car in history. 

We simply loved the Mini brand, but all 
good things come to an end and by 2000 
the affair was over and production stopped. 
That was until BMW relaunched in 2001 with 
larger dimensions and a controversial pallet of 
personalisation options. 

It may not have met with universal approval 
from original Mini lovers but the new model 
has attracted a generation of new buyers 
with BMW chasing a leading place in the SUV 
sector where Nissan Qashqai and SEAT Ateca 
rule the roost. 

The line-up of petrol and diesel engines is 
shared with the rest of the Mini range, and 


most models of the Countryman are available 
with four-wheel drive and an automatic 
gearbox. Now there’s even a plug-in hybrid 
version available and all- electric on the 
horizon. 

As someone who drove Mini as a company 
car for many years I was a sceptic until I got 
behind the wheel of the Countryman but have 
to say I was quickly won over. The new model 
is obviously bigger but it’s also a lot more 
expensive. 

Extras 

The F60 Cooper D AII4 Countryman on 
test was priced at £26,655 but a raft of extras 
pushed that up to £35,740 - slightly more than 
the £85 I parted with back in 1969. 

Those extras included the media pack with 
navigation and Connected, Bluetooth, 18-inch 
alloys, leather steering wheel, heated seats, 
automatic air conditioning, LED foglights, a 
larger fuel tank, run flat tyres, electric door 
mirrors, powered boot lid, chrom interior and 
sun protection glass. 

You also have to pay extra for roof lining, 
picnic bench and the sliding rear seat bench. 

One of the neatest features is the protective 
padded covering which drops down when 
you use the boot - perfect for stopping those 
annoying scratches caused by cases or the 
golf bag. 

The Countryman really is a practical family 
car with all the benefits of BMW quality inside 
a stunning cabin where things really have 
moved up a significant notch. 

All cars apart from the hybrid come with a 
six-speed manual gearbox as standard, with 
the option of adding an auto box for extra cost 


-the hybrid is auto as standard. In addition 
Mini’s AII4 four-wheel drive is available as 
an option across the range, although it’s 
standard on the high-performance JCW 
model and the hybrid. 


Wider tracking on this car helps improve 
handling and the AII4 is as sure-footed as 
any Mini I have ever driven with a choice of 
driving modes ensuring an option to suit all 
driver needs. The ride was a bit harder than 


expected but motorway cruising proved a 
real joy. This Countryman could well be the 
most controversial model to wear the famous 
badge but it’s finding a whole new group of 
enthusiastic followers.

Ferrari's new Portofino will 
replace the hot California T 



A 592 bhp V8 engine powers the car 


Ferrari has pulled the wraps off its new Portofino - the 
replacement for the convertible California T. 

Named after the famous Italian tourist port, the 
Portofino is powered by Ferrari’s 3.9-litre turbocharged 
V8, which now produces 592bhp and 760Nm of torque. 
This represents an increase of 32bhp and 5Nm of torque 
over the outgoing California T. This boost in performance 
enables the Portofino to complete the benchmark dash 
from 0-60mph in 3.3 seconds, before hitting a top speed 
in excess of 199mph. 

The Portofino is based on a new chassis, which Ferrari 
claims features a significant weight saving compared with 
the California T - although this exact figure has not been 
revealed. Torsional rigidity has also been improved. 

The new Portofino also benefits from the introduction 


of Ferrari’s third-generation electronic rear differential 
(E-Diff3), improving both mechanical grip and control on 
the limit. 

Styling-wise, the new Portofino has been brought in 
line with Ferrari’s other GT cars, with a front end that 
references the new 812 Superfast. Overall, the new hard¬ 
top convertible features far more aggressive looks than 
the car it replaces. 

The cabin has also been treated to upgrades, with 
Ferrari adding a new 10.2-inch touchscreen display, as 
well an air conditioning system designed to improve 
comfort with the roof in place or folded away. A new wind 
deflector cuts air flow in the cabin by 30 per cent when 
the roof is open, reducing buffeting when travelling at 
speed.
